hearers the palaces of dead kings and 
queens. He could, with a few words, 
transport an audience into the hanging 
cardens of Kabylon or make them hear 
the hnrvestK sigh or the nightingale sing. 
Some have attributed his power to in- 
vective. No rapier was sharper than 
the stilf tto of hU tonjnie when he want- 
ed to execrate sin. Some again have 
ascribed bis popularity to his loving 
personality. 
But the critics who only 


go «8> far as these do but touch the 
outer garment of his power.

traits were all present, but the source Of 
my father's power was not in what h«» 
himself could do. As he often averred, 
with tbe sincerity of profound convic- 
tion, in aud of himself he conld do 
nothing.
